(minus the 19) and page number is given. For example—the entry, 
‘*Acceleration of open wound healing by cartilage’’ 65. 141 means that that 
title will be found on page 141 of the Proceedings Book covering the 1965 
annual convention. 


In the case of Practice Tips and Specialty Panels where it would, in some 
cases, have been extremely difficult to associate a suitable title with the 
presentation by a particular author, no attempt has been made to break 
down the total presentation into its various ‘‘components.’’ ‘‘Practice 
Tips’’ thus covers a multitude of titles and topics and a Specialty Panel such 
as ‘‘Race Track Practice’’ includes the Tying-up Syndrome; Fractures at the 
Race Track; Firing, Past and Present, Female Problems, etc.
